The Now \ovV Times in a recent isaoe pub- 
liabes the folluwitig comment :

Mauy a jourunlistic 
heart will thrill aympa- 
thetically with some 
explanntioDs and ex- 
cases given by The 
Lexington (Ky.) Her- 
ald for the occasional appearance in its r^olunms 
of typographical errors. One of its reader.^ — 
evidently amostfault-tinding person — complain- 
ed because in a single paragraph it turned Mrs. 
John Frazer'H well-known name to "Fizer," and 
the cbarmiug Miss Bettie Barrow's to "Brower," 
tnbstituted "firyon MaDor" for Bryn Mawr" 
and put a needless and undigiiifying "t" on 
the end of the word "rabbi." This, the cii il- 
eal reader sarcastically remarked, iudicaicJ 
that The Herald wonldliie the better for the 
eervicos of n proofreader. 

The ilerald's editor humbly admits that the 
showing was pretty bad; bat with a truly 
noble frankness he says that not all errors of 
the kiiiil cited are <liie to oarelesgnes^ or ini'i>m- 
petency in proofreading, l^ditors and report- 
en, he says, eometimes write proper names in- 
aoonrately or illegibly, and he adda: 

The Herald haa a corps of writers unequaled 
anywhere else in America, 90 far as wc know, 
in the peculiar individuality of their hand- 
writing. \Vritteo by some of the meaibera of 
♦he st>»iV, "J' razer" might appear as "Fiizpat- 
ric" or "Barrow" as "VVheeibairow" or "Bryn 
Mawr*' as "Bryati's Mother." Sometimes, 
when one of these writers is ask to tell a lino- 
typer what a certain word i«, and t'lo writer is 
unable himself to decipher his own writing an 
hour after it is written, the trouble of the 
proofreader may be understood. 

iSuch confession as that is good for the edi- 
torial soul — if it be followed by earnest, 
prayerful efforts to reform, and by the aban* 
donment of those tempters to graphic sins, 
the pen and the pencil, and the use of the 
Virtuous and elevatinj( typewriter instead. 
Some day, and not very far in flic future, 
newspapers are going to insist that all "copy" 
be typewritten and to refuse even examination 
to any other. Doing that wouldn't abolish 
all typographical errors, but it would very ap- 
preciaoly raise the moral tone of the whole 
country if pens were used only for signing 
checks and pencils for the making of hasty 
memoranda. Especially stub pens and soft 
pencils. 

Plvactly right is The Times. Newspapers 
should insist that all copy be typewritten. 
The Herald has tried to follow this rule for 
ten years, but to a certain extent a new gener- 
ation has to be bred and brought up before it 



can be made an inyiqlate rule. As an llliiftni* 
tioB^ what chance in tl^e world is t^^ere of 
teashiBi Saooh Grvhan to vilte 00 the type- 
writer, or to write hie peregrapbs with any- 
thing except a soft stab pencil, and that he or 
aify one elee can read what he writee is always 
a marvel to us. In fact we do not believe 
even he can. We think the printers just 
gaess at it, and then when the proof comes 
back ho revises the proof not in accord with 
what ho first wrote, but in accord with what 
bis agile and facile mind thinks of at the lime 
bo reads the proof. 

Bat joking aside, how some mistakes occur 
it is impossible to explain. It is only possi- 
ble to piay that they will be overlooked by 
readers as well as by proofreaders.— Lexing- 
ton Herald.

ished by putting the convict in striped cloth- 
ing, and now there is not one convict so 
clothed. 

All this, so prison officials say, is due to 
the organicuion of the three baseball teams 
among the convicts. Infractions of the rales, in 
addition to the striped clothing, results in the 
convict's baseball pass being taken away, so 
he is not permitted to witness the prison game. 
It used to be usual to find anywhere from 
'JO to .OO men wearing stripes, but iniinedifttely 
after the notification that infraction of the 
rules meant loss of the baseball pass the 
ohronic trouble makers began to be jo good 
that the offleiab were startled. 

As a result the pris<nk officUds now are plan- 
ning winter amusements, such as vaudeville 
entertatnments and moving picture shows, to 
keep tlio men on their good behavior.

CAPTAIN ROSTRON'S REPORT 



Cnpt. A. H. Roatron waa in com- 
mand of the Cunard line steamahlp 
Carpatbla, wbicb rescued tb« aurrl- 
▼ora o( tbe Tttaalo dlsaater. Hla ship 
was eaat bound ea Ita regular trip 
wben tbe dlstreaa algnal was picked 
up by tbe Tassel's wireless operator. 
In his offldal report to tbe general 
inunager of tbe compaay, the captain 
said, in pHrt : 

"I beg loave to rpport that at 12:35 
a. m. Monday, 15th Inst., I was in- 
formed of urgent message from Ti- 
tanic with ItB position. I immediately 
ordered ship turned around and put 
it In coarse for tbat position, we be- 
ing tben flfty-elgbt miles away. Had 
heada ot all departmenta called and 
iaaued what I eonaidered tbe neces- 
aary orders to be In preparatlOB for 
any emerKency. 

"At 2:40 a. m. euw fliro liulf a 
point on port bow. 'iMkliiB this for 
granted to bo ii nlilp. Bhortly after we 
sighted our first Iccb^TR. I had prevl- 
ouBly had lookouts doubled, knowing that Titanic had struck Ice and so 
took every caru and precaution. We soon found ouraelvea in a field of bcr^a, 
large and amall, and had to alter our course several timea to clear berga. 

"We atopx^ed at 4:00 a. m., tbua doing diatance in tbree bours and a 
half, picking up the flrat boat at 4:10 a. m., boat in charge of offlcer, and h« 
reported that Tltante had foundered. At S: 80 a. m., last boat picked up. All 
■urrlTors aboard and all boata accounted for. 

"At 8:00 a. m. tbe Leyland steamship California came up. I gave him 
tbe principal newa and aaked bim to aearcb and I would proceed to New 
York; at 1:10 p r eoeeded full apeed while raaearehing orer Tldnlty of dis- 
aater."
